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U of A prof analyzes Russia 


Troubles in Russia hit close to home for Ukranian scholar 


by Jay Brown 

The recent events in Russia seem 
quite removed from the relatively 
stable life of the average student. 
But to one man on campus, they 
strike particularly close to home. 

Serhii Plokhy is the Stuart 
Ramsay Tompkins visiting profes- 
sor of, Russian history. He was in 
Moscow during the 1991 coup at- 
temptto topple former Soviet presi- 
dent Mikhail Gorbachev. 

Plokhy who hails from Ukraine, 
was in Moscow on his way to 
Montreal when the coup tookplace. 
He said he knew as soon as he 
arrived in Moscow that the coup 
would be unsuccessful because 
people were handing out anti-coup 


pamphletsand there were no secu- 
rity or KGB agents seizing them. 
Those pamphlets were written by 


well as that of the ministries of the 
interior and security, is necessary 
to maintain power.

Boris Yeltsin and Ruslan 
Kasbulatov. Now, almost exactly 
two years later, these two are fac- 
ing off against each other in a bid 
for power. 

But Plokhy doesn’t believe that 
Yeltsin will be toppled. 

“My understanding is that the 
leadership of the military is loyal 
to Yeltsin.” 

The loyalty of the military, as 


out that the Parliamentary leaders, 
Rutskoi and Kasbulatov, have ap- 
pointed their own ministers for 
these positions. This, he said, will 
only increase the loyalty to Yeltsin 
of the ministers already in place. 
Plokhy also said he believes that 
Yeltsin has been planning this 
moment forsome time.

Ukraine in negotiations over the 
Black Sea Fleet in order to curry 
the favour of the mainly conserva- 
tive military. 

As with last March’s showdown 
with parliament, Plokhy said he 
believes Yeltsin will walk away 
victorious after a compromise deal 
with parliament. As time goes on, 
however, Yeltsin may become less 
compromising. 

“Yeltsin is emerging as a more 
and more powerful figure.” 

Plokhy also notes that as with all 
political crises in the world, there 
is a tendency to concentrate power 
in the hands of a few. “This,” said 
Plokhy,”is perhaps more true for 


Russia.

Disease prevention and 
health education were the 

oals this summer as 26U of A 
students headed off to South 
America. 

The students travelled to 
Guyana as part of the Guyana 
193 Project organized by the 
Students’ International Health 
Association. 

Ben Sader, a second-year 
medical student, says the pri- 
mary goal of SIHA is to “help 
people prevent themselves 
from getting sick.” 

While in Guyana, the stu- 
dents worked at educating the 
Guyanese on various health 
issues including diabetes, sani- 
tation, hypertension, STDs and 
nutrition. According to Sader 
thisinvolved a wide variety of 
methods and audiences. 

“We talked to everyone 
from community groups to 
police forces. We did presen- 
tations ata brewery, a boothin 
amarket, health clinics, hospi- 
tals. We had a real spectrum.” 

Sader found most audiences 
“quitereceptive” butsaid with 
some issues like AIDS and 
STDs they were poorly in- 
formed. 

Sader says the difference be- 
tween Guyana and Canada is 
the whole attitude towards 
health care. 

He says because of a lack of 
doctors in Guyana physicians 
have very little time to explain 
diseases to patients. Often they 
are forced to focus on curing 
the problem as quickly as pos- 
sible, rather than educating 
patients. 

The shortage of doctors also 
means getting medical care is 
often difficult for people in 
Guyana, so “most [people] 
don’t go to the hospital until 
they are very sick.” 

According to Yavar 
Hameed, a third-year political 
science student who was co- 
coordinator of the Guyana 93 
project, students from various 
faculties were involved in the 
project. 

The 26 students were di- 
vided into two groups, each 
spending seven weeks in 
Guyana in three different com- 
munities. 

Hameed says the students 
spenta lot of time dealing with 
the differences in culture be- 
tween Guyana and Canada. 
He added that the trip was a 
real reminder of the luxuries 
available to Canadians. 

“T gained a real apprecia- 
tion for our own lifestyle. 
We're very fortunate with 
what we have herein Canada.” 

Planning is already under- 
way for next year’s Guyana 


trip.

Tuesday's intro- 
duction focused upon the plight of print 
journalism in the age of television; the 
rationale for editorial bias in the pages 
of the Journal; the contradiction be- 
tween freedom of speech and freedom 
of the press. 

Children are living in West 
Edmonton Mall. Their bodies are 
nourished on scraps salvaged from 
food court garbage cans. They do 
not attend school, and their par- 
ents do not know where they are. 

Journalists dream of suchstories 
on happy summer nights, when 
safe under a hotel roof they con- 
template the prestige of winning a 
major national newspaper award. 
Reporters are an anonymous lot; 
sudden fame ina crowded occupa- 
tion ensures a measure of security. 

Children eating garbage in West 
Edmonton Mall. Not even Richard 
Hoy begging for cash outside of a 
Bateman’s IGA would provide 
graphic editors with such an 
irrestistable photogenic scene. 
Odds were soontwoto one that the 
unshaven man by Den for Men 
with the camera strapped around 
his neck was not a tourist,-but an 
employee of The Edmonton Journal. 
Picture postcards froma reporter's 
Shangri-La. Strict instructions that 
even the negatives were not to be 
negative. 

The quest for the pristine picture 
prompted Journal editors to retouch 
a photograph of one of the mall 
rats. He wore a T-shirt with an 
obscenity written across the front. 

His poignant four-letter state- 
ment might have been interpreted 
asa plaintive cry of alienation. Alas, 
it was not left for interpretation at 
all. Some people may have found 
the word offensive. 

The corrosive touch of the 
censor’s brush has been especially 
caustic in Edmonton’s only broad- 
sheet. The Journal withdrew Berke- 
ley Breathed’s Outland strip from 
theJuly 24 colour comics, objecting

to “frank sexual content” and the 
“stereotypical shot at men’s lack of 
depth and sensitivity.” Opus, Bill 
the Cat, and the Cockroach laugh 
at a joke about a female secretary 
using liquid paper to correct errors 
on her computer screen. Indignant, 
a young woman approaches, ex- 
horting respect for her “half of hu- 
manity.” She says, “Men should 
Pause for one moment and take 
another long hard look at the very 
thing that brings meaning to their 
Meaningless lives.” She leaves the 
three male animals standing alone 
Inaclearing, where in the last panel

we see Opus, Bill, and Cockroach 
looking into their underwear. 

Three weeks later, on the edito- 
rial page, the Journal published a 
justification of its decision to cen- 
sor, an article written by assistant 
managing editor Roy Wood. He 
spoke of an arbitrary line which the 
strip had ‘crossed, arguing that 
“poking funand ridiculing...white, 
middle-class males” is appropriate 
only on the opinion pages, “where 
sensitive or controversial subjects 
are often discussed.” 

The Edmonton Journal colour 
comic supplement of August 14 
apparently eluded the desk of Roy 
Wood. Hagar drank beer with a 
viking warrior who said his wife 
had taken up running—running 
away with another man. Outland 
featured musings on the subject of 
the flush toilet. And Hobbes pulled 
down Calvin’s bathing trunks, ex- 
posing his bare bum. 

To achieve a greater degree of 


consistency, I have prepared the 
following Edmonton Journal colour 
comics censorship chart. 

Permitted: Nudity, Excretory 
functions, Adultery. 

Forbidden: Franksexual content. 

Iwrote Tuesday that the Journal's 
editorial bias consisted of three 
convictions: the righteousness of 
progress, the compulsion to de- 
fend family values, and the purity 
of the ordinary person. These seem- 
ingly innocuous beliefs are omi- 
nous in their exclusivity: the news- 
paper has developed an “usagainst 
them” attitude. Dan Quayle would 
be proud. 

Consider this: in all the pages of 
the Journal comics there are NO 
single-parent families. ALL lead- 
ing characters are white. NO chil- 
dren are being raised by gay 
couples. Roy Wood, you write that 
“sensitive or controversial sub- 
jects” ought only to be discussed 
on the editorial page. But in your 
comics you are not practicing the 
exclusion of politics, you are prac- 


ticing the politics of exclusion. They 
do not love their children as much as 
we do—is that the message, Roy 
Wood? Were you in Houston last 
summer for the Republican Na- 
tional Convention? 

In retrospect I am able to recall 
one central character who is black. 
She is named Ronald-Ann, after an 
American president whose eco- 
nomic policies banished her fam- 
ily from middle-class society to the 
ghettos of New York City. Seems 
this president reduced social secu-

rity to build nuclear bombs. Oh 
well—Ronald-Ann is able to es- 
cape her bleak existence by imag- 
ining a make-believe world of in- 
secure penguins and loathsome 
cats. She calls-the place Outland. 

Probably without the merest 
compunction of error, the staff of 
The Edmonton Journal is waging a 
war against the principle of diver- 
sity. The gentle strain emanating 
from the Journal building may ex- 
pound the probity of social justice, 
but the grace notes belie an awful 
truth: what we’re really talking 
about here is social engineering. 
It’s Ed Broadbent's old precept: are 
you an Ordinary Canadian, or are 
you one of them? 

We'll conclude with the choral 
movement from Beethoven's Ninth 
Symphony: Ode to Joy, it cannot 
last. Human interest stories must 
reflect something of the people who 
read the newspaper. Staples is not 
successful in his portraits of Joe 
Edmontonian, and Faulder does 
not fare much better with Jane. And 
then there is the nightmare of the 
garish colour graphics, the pinks 
and yellows which drown written 
words. Physically it is impossible 
for newsprint to match television 
in the realm of special effect. The 
Edmonton Journal ought to strive 
for its own identity, set apart from 
the melodrama of CBC Newsworld 
and the violence of Much Music 
self-promotion. Traditions which 
have sustained newspapers for 
three centuries need not be abro- 
gated because technology offers 
new challenges. The Journal must 
recapture a sense of its own his- 
tory. 

If we can no longer trust a small 
number of experts to determine 
what we read in our morning pa- 
per, we have a right to search for 
alternatives, including public par- 
ticipation in the editorial process. 
This may contravene freedom of 
the press. This may even be social- 
ism. But if capitalism must be con- 
trolled to preserve democracy and 
freedom of expression, then per- 
haps we ought to wipe the “We 
won the Cold War” sneers from 
our faces, and pursue new options.

“IT need a woman,” cried the 
managing editor. 

Now, I should clarify, lest there 
be any misunderstanding, that in 
the time that I have known the 
managing editor, he has had no 
trouble whatsoever in attracting 
female attention. So I knew right 
away, when he made his desperate 
plea, that he was neither making a 
play for me nor asking me to play 
Cupid. 

What he meant was this: in look- 
ing through the last three issues of 
the Gateway, he has noticed that 
there have been no female faces. 


There has been one female byline, 


that of Juliet Williams, who is a 


staff member here, but because that 
piece was an editorial, you didn’t 
see her smiling face beside her 
words. All the rest of the opinion 
pieces have been male-generated. 
So Fish was alittle concerned about 
this, and asked me, a woman, to 
write something. 

You may think it’s nothing to be 
worried about, since this is only 
the fifth issue. It takes time for vol- 
unteers to find the Gateway office 
and think of something to write 
and get up the courage to pitchit to 
the editor. True, butif that were the 
only factor, there would not have 
been so many anxious young (and 
old) men coming into the office, 
eager to express their opinions. 
There have been enough of those 
guys to fill the section so far. If you 
lookat last year’s Gateway, you will 


notice a minority of female faces 
throughout the year. I was editor- 
in-chief last year, so I feel a partial 
responsibility for that absence. 
What are we doing wrong? Why 
don’t women write for the paper as 
often as men do? 

Someone once suggested that 
women are more serious about 
their studies and so have less time 
for any extracurricular activities. 
Maybe... but there are a lot of seri- 
ous students who get involved in 
the paper or the SU or whatever. 
Writing for the Gateway does not 
prevent scholastic achievement. 

Maybe womenare more reticent 
about expressing their own opin- 
ions, because they’re raised to be 
passive and lack self-confidence. 
That’s possible. The section with 
the most female volunteers is the 


news section, indicating perhaps 
that women prefer to be behind the 
story as observers rather than front 
and centre as an opinion-makers. 

Maybe the Gateway atmosphere 
is really intimidating. I know the 
feeling—it took me two and a half 
years before I got up the nerve to 
step into the office. Most of the 
people who work here and hang 
out here are men, and that can bea 
little scary, too. I got over my fear 
when a news editor took me under 
her wing and made me feel com- 
fortable. If there are not enough 
friendly female faces to go around, 
however, you might feel like you’re 
all alone in a sea of testosterone. 

I don’t know if any of these rea- 
sons are valid. That’s what femi- 
nists mean when we talk about 
invisible barriers. They're hard to

Edmonton Opera has brought opera to 
city audiences for thirty years, and continue 
on with their season opener, Georges Bizet’s 
The Pearl Fishers (Les Pecheurs des Perles). Best 
known for composing Carmen, Bizet created 
this 1863 opera with Eugene Corman, and 
arrives one hundred and thirty years later 
onto the Jubilee stage. Edmonton Opera’s 
modern production promises to give the 
audience plenty of surprises, both in the 
staging and the direction. 

The Pearl Fishers tells the story of the vil- 
lage ruler Zurga and his attempts to thwart 
the rekindled love between his friend Nadir 
and Leila. She had been the object of passion 
for them years before and which nearly ru- 
ined the friendship they have only just rec- 
onciled. Now her return after a lengthy ab- 
sence has reopened the wounds of jealousy 
and desire, and threatens to destroy the 
bridges the two men have only just rebuilt 
between them. 

The semi-staged production is directed 
by award wining Canadian Kelly Robinson, 
whose past works include My Fair Lady, 
Turn of the Screw, and Don Pasquale. The 
impressive presence of Gregory Kunde is

Alternativa is a student solidarity group that stays behind no 
borders to help people and its own members to educate. 

Since 1991, Alternativa has grown froma small group of dedi- 
cated founders to an organisation that sent a five-member delega- 
tion to El Salvador this summer. 

Alternativa Edmonton was inspired by Law student and 
Alternativa El Salvador member Osmin Castillo. He spoke at the 
University of Alberta and throughout the Edmonton community 
about the difficulty facing students and facing the Salvadoran 
people. 

This May, the first Alternativa Edmonton delegation of five 
people went, and everyone felt it was a powerful experience that 
allowed them to see a new perspective on Canadian reality. Other 
Alternativa Edmonton members made individual trips to El Salva- 
doras well and also experienced the stunning reality of Salvadoran 
education and society. 

We travellers agreed that the physical devastation of the Na- 
tional University is not nearly as impressive as the strength and 
determination in the eyes of the UES students we befriended. Not 
only do they focus on looking after the interests of students, they 
care about society and try to use the skills they learn to rebuild it. 

Next year, Alternativa’s goal is to make the study tour bilateral 
by bringing Salvadorans to experience the Canadian education 
system and culture. Our partners will then know our social and 
educational reality. 

Practical material aid is another major project. The military 
attacks and the government's refusal to increase funding or pay 
reparations devastated the UES’ infrastructure. In general, Salva- 
dorans need the essentials of life to push for their own regenera- 
tion. 

Alternativa recently sent a shipment of antibiotics donated by a 
pharmaceutical company to a Salvadoran health clinic. A courier 
service volunteered to deliver the much-needed medicine. 

Sending text books to El Salvador is also a definite priority. The 
UofA students were shocked to see how few books the UES library 
had. Many books were confiscated or ruined by the military 
during the war. Their entire library could not contain more books 
than two floors of Rutherford Library. 

Many students read anything even if in another language. 
Several students described how they would translate from a 
multitude of non-Spanish texts gleaning every relevant scrap of 
information. 

The dedication of the students reveals how important their 
education is to them. It is the key to the socio-economic reconstruc- 
tion of their country, deeply scarred by a 11-year civil war. A 
European institute is financing the construction for the new UES 
library and Alternativa wants to help fill it. 

Alternativa is a solidarity organization arming UES students 
with the most potent weapon of all—education. We have learned 
to view the experience of Salvadoran students as instrumental to 
reviewing how we educate ourselves. Their example propels us to 
look at what kind of solidarity work we can do within our own 
community to build a future capable of social justice and equality.

Rural Revelations 
in El Salvador 


Alternativa members who 
went to Central Americastayed 
mostly in San Salvador for the 
first two very busy weeks. 

We met with nearly every so- 
cially relevant organization we 
could fit into our schedule. 
Alternativa El Salvador orga- 
nizes by faculty and depart- 
ment, so we met with many of 
our counterparts from Medi- 


week in the hot, coastal depart- 
ment of Usulutan. 

Nueva Esperanza, like many 
other communities, has a tragic 
origin. Belowis anexcerptfrom 
my travel diary written shortly 
after hearing the community’s 
origin from the spokesperson 
Soledad. 

“We had the rundown onthe 
community today. They are the 


cine, Psychology, Social Sci- 
ences, Journalism, International 
Relations and Law to learn their 
needs and coordinate future ac- 
tion. 

We met with many 
organisations that worked to 
improve literacy, education, 
health, women’s rights and 
many, many other important 
socio-economicissues. Though 
the ruling National Republican 
Alliance government declined 
to meet with us, the Faribundo 
Marti National Liberation Front 
(FMLN), the former guerrilla 
radio stations and the powerful 
national union, the UNTS, wel- 
comed Alternativa with open 
arms. 

Meeting with so many differ- 
ent organizations was exhaust- 
ing and sometimes frustrating 
with little time for reflection. 
We needed a change of pace 
and scenery was desperately 
needed. It was time for us to get 
out of the city and learn about 
rural El Salvador. 

On our last Sunday in EI Sal- 
vador, we threw our gear and 
ourselves in the back of a pick— 
up truck to go workin the repa- 
triated (returning refugees) 
community of Nueva 
Esperanza. Nueva Epseranza, 
New Hope, was our home and 
work place for a little under a

survivors of the 1981 Sumpul 
River massacre in [the northern 
department of] Chaletenango 
where some 600 people were 
killed by the Army. 

“The Red Cross got them out 
of there and into the basement 
of a church in San Salvador 
where more than 600 people 
already lived. The Army had 
the church surrounded. Food 
was not allowed in and four 
men who went for it disap- 
peared.” 

Soledad told us that her fa- 
ther became sick so they took 


2 rebels to fight 
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him to a clinic. He disappeared 
from there. 

“When diseases began to 
break out they (the community) 
decided they had tod get out. A 
English tourist offered to get 
them asylum in England but it 
was too far for them. Then he 
made a connection that would 
get them to Nicaragua. 

“In Nicaragua, they spent 
some time in a refugee camp 
and later became part of an ag- 
ricultural collective down the 
coast...” 

The tightly bonded commu- 
nity dared to return before the 
199 Peace Accords were 


is now acommunity of sturdy 
houses with a clean water sup- 
ply. It's a long way to come 
from just a collection of black 
plastic tents on scorching, un- 
cleared land. 

And so, we voluntarily 
worked doing whatever they 
assigned us todo. We dug holes, 
built houses and cleared land. 
The work was hard and the sun 
relentless but we had the time 
to reflect upon what we learnt 
in San Salvador and see the re- 
ality of peasant life. 

Even stiff muscles led to 
learning experiences. About 
three days after we had started

signed—the women wanted to 


| come home and they all did. 


Again, they were faced with 
threats by the military which 
immediately surrounded them. 
They fought their battles and 
survived, as all Salvadorans 
have learned to do. 

Now, thanks to strong inter- 
national solidarity efforts from 
groups like Edmonton’s 
Change For Children, the com- 
munity has flourished and even 
now is working towards self- 
sufficiency—their main goal 
and dream. Nueva Esperanza

working, one of the members 
woke up, tried to get out of bed, 
and exclaimed, “I’m para- 
lyzed!” We all laughed, prob- 
ably because we all felt the same 
way. 

To cure the non-moving 
member's“ paralysis” we made 
a short visit to the clinic with 
Soledad. There, our visit length- 
ened considerably as we 
learned of the community’s 
wholistic health approach: acu- 
puncture, massage, herbal 
medecines, even urine treat- 
ment. Modern medications like 
pills, in general, are often inef- 
fective and generally too ex- 
pensive. 

Our time in the country con- 
firmed much of what we heard 
in the city but not with words, 
but with reality. Despite the 
work, we realized Alternativa 
was needed and our solidarity 
work wasimportant and would 
make a real impact. 

Next year we will have an- 
other study tour, another expe- 
rience as it will be after the first 
elections to include the former 
guerrillas as a political party. 
Things change but experiences 
remain with you forever. I am 
glad I had my chance to experi- 


ence El Salvador and I hope. 


you get involved so you can 
experience yours.

Student solidarity i is more thana widecyed ideal o: oran abet 
theory. In the past, it has played major roles in altering eae 
perspective and even achieving lasting social change. 

Like a seed, student solidarity naturally starts small. With 
enough caring labour, it can be nurtured into a strong vibrant 
plant, capable of creating its own seeds. 

An Alternativa member from the University of El Salvador 
planted the seed for Alternativa at the University of Alberta in 
1991. Our group has grown in solidarity to see perhaps the first 
flower of this new plant - the Memorandum of Understanding 
signed last year officially twinning the two universities. Currently, 
a pulmonary research project is under way in rural El Salvadorand 
when completed will leave the equipment behind for Salvadoran 
projects. 

This project is the result of solidarity work. Mutually beneficial 
and responsible links formed with different social groups actually 
do things and are effective. The solidarity process happens on a 
regional, provincial, national and international level. Alternativa 
functions on an international level because students all the world - 
over face similar issues like underfunding. Working together 
makes sense. Each group holdsa different perspective and solidar- 
ity works helps create a bigger picture that you can lead to lasting 
solutions. 

“We all don’t want to be cannon fodder for a system that’s gone 
terribly wrong,” said Richard McAbe, a founding member of 
Alternativa Edmonton. 

“We want reality driven education.” 

Since their founding years, university campuses have bred ideas 
and dissent that led to change. To share ideas and coordinate 
action on them, universities must be in solidarity with each other 
and with the communities around them. The more educated 
students become, the more questions they (we!) can answer. From 
there, new questions are launched, further probing the why of our 
lifestyles. 

In effect, student solidarity is a way for students to apply their 
knowledge even before they have a degree. You do not need a

In the short Canada West foot- 
ball season there is no time for long 
term evaluation. Ineffectiveness 
brings change, and change cancome 
quickly. 

For the first three games of the 
1993 season, the Golden Bears have 
been mostly ineffective on offence. 
It was only a matter of time before 
something had to give. When the 
Bears take the field tonight against 
the University of British Columbia 
Thunderbirds in Vancouver, there 
will be a major change. 

Out is fifth-year quarterback Bob 
Lancaster, in is first-year Darryl 
Gerrits. 

“A change isn’t made because it 
was the quarterback’s fault, you win 
and lose asa team,” explained Bears 
coach Tom Wilkinson. “It’sjust that 
in two out of our three games our 
offence hasn’t done as well as we 


think we are capable of doing. It 
just seems like the point in the sea- 
son where it was time to take a 
different avenue.” 

In Alberta’s last game against the 
Saskatchewan Huskies, starter Rob- 
ert Taylor handed the ball to 
Lancaster with an 11-10 lead. Un- 
der the Bears’ two quarterback sys- 
tem the veteran pivot was given the 
task of preserving the lead and seal- 
ing the victory. He only managed 
to throw for 55 total yards in the 
second half and the Bears lost the 
game 26-12. Though Lancaster is 
certainly not the reason the Bears 
are 1-2 this season, his position dic- 
tates that he feels the heat. 

“That's the quarterback position, 
too much glory when you win, and 
too much heat when you lose,” 
Lancaster said. “I’ve grown up with 
it and you can’t let it get to you or 
you will get ulcers.” 


It is a tough blow for the man 
who came to the Bears football pro- 
gram two years ago with high ex- 
pectations after playing three years 
at Acadia University. Not travel- 
ling with the team in his final year 
of university football is not an easy 
pill for Lancaster to swallow, but he 
has the benefit of some great ad- 
vice. 

“T’ve been talking to my dad quite 
a lot and he’s gone through many 
situations like this in his career,” he 
said of his dad Ron, who is head 
coach for the Edmonton Eskimos 
anda CFL hall-of-fame quarterback. 
“He just told me that ‘it’s a test in 
your life and if you can rise above it 
you can learn from it.’ In couple of 
years I guess I will realize that it’s 
just a game, but right now it seems 
like it’s the most important thing.” 

The man who stands to gain the 
most from the change is of course 


Gerrits. The first-year Bears quar- 
terback spent two seasons at Galvin 
College in Gilroy, California before 
being accepted to the school of Na- 
tive Studies after the first two games 
of the ‘93 Canada West season. 
Gerrits was given a small taste of 
Canada West action against the 
Huskies when he came off the bench 
late in the game and threw four 
passes. 

“T was hoping to start this year 
but it depended upon the produc- 
tivity of the veterans,” said Gerrits. 
“I figured with my experience in 
college for the last two years I could 
really help this team. There is only 
one way to go for this team and that 
is up, and I think that’s where we’re 
headed.”
